THE TWO PARTIES.

General Butler's gpeech at Boston will not
be satisfactory to the Democrats —his speeches
very seldom are; but the Demoorats are not
tbe only peopls in the United States, althongh
their general line of argument is based upon
the theory that they are. To those who still
believe that it was & wise thing to prevent tho
South from splitting the conntry in twain and
to preserve the United States as a great na-
tion instead of a ‘‘convourse of atoms,"” the
Epeech we reported yesterday will be found
to contain many passages of interest. It will
be eary for the Democratio journals to abuae
Genersl Butler, but it will not be so easy for
them to get over his facts, He sets forth
some of the grounds upon which the Repub-
lican party is entitled to the confidence aund
gratitude of the people, and if Mr. Butler's
arguments are attentively considered, they
will carry conviction to all fair-minded |
readers,

No one whose mesns of observation are at
all varied can doubt General Butler's state-
ment with reference to the growing favor in
which the Republican party is regarded by
the people, Both sides have had a good
hearing within the last few months; the
Deomocrats especially, being in opposition,
have taken advantage of every opportunity
to put their case before the people. All that
they can wurge in their own favor, and
against (beir antagonists, has been set forth
i fome shape or other. A torrent of ealumny
and vituperation has been turned npon Gene-
ral Grant, and it has run off him as freely as
rain from a duck's back, There are very
few crimea known to mankind of which the
President has not been accused by his De-
moceratic asssilants. ‘They can never for-
give him for the part he took in
putting down the war of secession, and for
obstinately refusing to fall into the trap set
for Andrew Johnson, But what has been
the effect of this storm of obloguy? It has
disgusted the majority of the people, who
eo.:ﬁly divined the true motives of the Demo-
cratic attacks, To.day General Grant is
sironger in the eountry than he was before
these innumerable slanderers set to work
upon him. And thisis a fact which we may
venture to Lring to the attention of our ex-
cellent Vice-President, who has on several
occasions referred, in a sad strain, to the dis-
conrngements offered to public men by the
calumnies heaped upon them. All
that Myr. Colfax has said on this suobject
is very true, but it is not the whole truth,
A man ocoupying a prominent posi-
tion is pretty sure to receive much injustios;
but his great consolation should be that, if he
does his duty faithfully, the people will in the
end see him righted. A man can make up
his mind to bear the attacks of any number
of enemiesn, provided he is laboring in a good
cause; for he may be quite sure that the pub-
lic will do justice to his work. The President
is already finding this out, Probably he
would not deny that he has made some mis-
takes in the course of his administration, but
they have been the mistakes of an honest man
—not the vicious and malignant acta of a poli-
tician who would at any time sacrifice country
to party. Each year brings him new and
vialuable oxgeﬂanoe, and we may confidently
anticipate that the latter part of his term of
offipe will be satisfactory to the party which
be represents, and to all men whose minds
are not haunted with gloomy dreams about
the ““Lost Oause.”

The wild and excited din raised by the
Democrata cannot eonfuse the public mind
with regard to the ground now occupied by
the two great ies. The Republicans are
in the main laboring to prevent a revival of
civil war, to place the results sohieved since
1861 on a durable basis, assure the continued
P rity of the country, and to break down

oal corruplion. The Democrats, on
the other hand, aim at objects which would
now be approved by the people. They de-
gire to extend the principles of ocorruption
which we see in this State to the National
Government; and the effect of their re-
turn to power would be to uuseltle all our
finan pocurities, whether held at
home or abroad. Even Democrats them.-
selves would sell any United States bonds
they happened to hold the moment their party
obtained the ascendancy in the country, for
they know that the Pendleton theories are by
no means dead. Moreover, with every new
indication of Democratic successes, the dis-
orders in the Bouth inorease, They were
pever much more frequent than immediately
after the New Hampshire election. They
diminished sgain after the election in Con-
necticut, They will revive whenever the
Democrats have another victory. General
Butler called the attention of his andience to
these vndeniable circumatances, and we have
often brought them to the notice of our
readers. They carry with them their own
worsl. If the people wish once more to incur
tbe risks of civil strife, they will go over to
the Democrats. If they have no desire to
maike that terrible experiment, they will still
support the Republican party—which, with
all its faults, is sincerely patriotic in all its
pims, is a safe party to entrust with the diree-
tion of national affairs, and is entirely free
from the dark stains of treason which rest
upon the Demoorats.

It is oer-
tain, too, that they are opposed to any wn.
gettlement of those amendmests, and will
not intrust the Federal power fo any
party that propores to disquiet them,
Let the Democracy acoept this irre-
versible fact, and make it the starting t
of the ecmmpaign of 1872, and its trinmph is a
moral certainty.” In the same spirit the
Cherleston News, which has been considered
an ulira fire-eating sheet, in commenting on
the Democratic National Address, remarks
that it is the duty of the Bouth te obey the
lawr, and to recognize the political privileges
conferred upon the freedmen by the State
and Federal Conslitutions. *“*We mnst bear
our ills in silence,"” says the News, ‘‘remom-
berinf always that this people stand pledged
to maintain the lawful privileges of all races
of men, and that, besides, every rash aot,
overy violation of law for political reasons, is
deferring the dawn of the blessed
day which shall see the white man and black
man throughout the land seoure in the enjoy-
ment of true freedom, contentment, and
peace,” And the Memphis Ledger, in dis-
cugsing *‘the rule of ecommon sense’” which it
recommends to the paople of the South for
their guidance, says explicitly:—*'It is nselesa
toimagine that the order of things that ex.
isted before the war can be restored. The
negro can no longer bewn slave, except to

politiciane. He ia a voter. It is folly to think

of taking the ballot from him.”
The Richmond W/hig goes further yet, and

advocates the nomination of a Republican of
conservative views as a candidate, who could

draw out the combined strength of the De-
mocracy and of the Republicans who are dis-
gusted with the weak and corrupt adminis-
tration of General Grant, It says:—‘‘The
issnes of the war were decided against ns of
the South by the irresistible logic of arms,
However grating to our feelings and pride it
mey be, we asccept the situation and will
muke the most weean of it. We believe that
most cen be most certainly effected by a
combination with the better portion of the
trivmphant party. If Hoffman, or Davis,
or Hancock, or Hendricks ean be cerdainly
elected, well and good—we are content; but
if there be a doubt—if Trumbull, a good
old name, or avy other of like indnbitable
worth, be more certain of success—let us
have him."

Hitherto the Democratic party has failed
to profit by the advice of the most judicions
members in the North., Will it pay more
heed to theee intimations from the South?
The prospects of the twe last Democratic
candidates for the Presidency were irretriev-
ably ruined in the very conventions which
nominated them, through the unpatriotio
words and acts of prominent members of
these bodies.

The
conduct of the army suffered materially from
his fussy incapacity, and his verbose and un-
truthful proclamations blinded the st 3.
gling nation at the moment when it most
peeded a clear and accurate view of the
gituation of affairs, When the sisge and
the war ended together, instead of recogniz-
ing the existence of the. actual state of
thizgs, he sought an nunatural excitement
in defiance, am‘];, losing his head completely,
revolted at once from the diclales of com-
mon sense and the authority of the Govern-
ment of the republic. Deprived of his
functions for this outbreak of lamatic en-
thusiasm, he has been biding his time to
catch another opportunity of riding the
whirlwind.

He seems to have imagined that his chance
was come in the presant anarchy of Paris and
the terrible embarrassment of the Govern-
ment, Seizing the pretext of M, Thiers’ ap-
perent understanding with the Prussians, he
issues & cireular to the prefects of France,

THE LAST WARNING TO NEW JERSEY.

One otber word of warning we are com-
pelled to nutter against the mischievona alli-
anoce which, unless the counsels of ordinary
discretion at the last moment aveil, is to be
consummated in the State of New Jersey, by
which that once proud Commonwealth lays
herself and her cherished corporntions at the
feet of an nlien intruder that has nothing in
common with her or them, We ers the more
tempted to do this by the muasconntable
silence of the local press. The bennmbing
influence whioh at this moment snad for years
past hes kept the press of Pennsylvania silent
seems to be creeping over that of New Jersey,
and no word will be ultered until the ligatures
and fetters of leases and transfers and gna-
rantees whieh are now fabricaling in the law
offices of the master corporation in Philadel-
phia are tightly fitted on the limbo and the
gag got ready for the mouth of the vietim,

Eat itisa
momentous matter, this absolute self-annihi-
lation, to the comununity that is to do the
deed of suicide. The capital stozk of the
united companies is, as nmear as may be,
twenty millions, their funded debi fifteen

milliops, in all thirty-five—the same
sum which, not many years ago, made
the active capital of the Hank of

the United States, and the loss of which, as
it sank to ruin—and that, too, by unnatural
afiiliations—convulsed the nation. It is a
large amount for New Jersey to pat in jeo-
pardy. It is a noble royalty to surrender.
The gross revenue of last year was more than
seven willions, and, being under diract local
supervision, its expenditure was well gnarded
and moderate. This is to be all blindly
changed, and with no conceivable induce-
ment but a bigh rate of guaranteed interest
by a guarantor already head over heels in dabt
aud liable at any moment to one of those
financial lesions which strike sauddenly the
most lusty to the earth, If the city of Phila.
delphis—we mean the municipality—were to
awnke suddenly from the stupor into which
reilroad necromancy has plunged her, and sell
out at the E:eaam inflated prices her millions
of stock, the collapse and the panic would
have the honor of figuring soon awmong the
nssets of the gigantic bankrupt. Does that
State wish to enter intosuch a partnership
and expose herself to such ocaprice? New
Jersey was once represented in the Senate of
the United States by the President of a Phila-
delphia bank. Is disposed to make her-
self party in a stoeck transactiom with a oity
whose debt is larger than the aggregate of the
capital snd debt of the companies she sur-
renders? The creditors of these corporations
would, we shounld think, have something to
say in this matter of their debtors' transforma-
tion. A morigagor may,we are aware, pat any
tenant he pleases in or make what use he de-
sires of the house that be has pledged; but we
imsegine his polioy of insuranze woald not be
much of a seourity if he were to rent to some
one engaged in extra hazardous oconpation
or go into ership with one h . The
bonded debtors of the New Jersey companies
would de well to go to Harrisburg and see
bhow this great lessee has manipulated the
Penpsylvania sinking fund before they ae-
quiesce in what is proposed. The answer to
all these warnings is that, in anticipation
of the o&oﬂd arrangement, the markst
price of {»‘o the New Jersey and the Penn-
sylvania companies' sbhares has advanced,
As to the latter, every one knows by what
means and for what ulterior and purely tem-
orary purposes this apparent appreciation
come to pass; and as to the spurt-in the
New Jersey securities, assuming it to be real,
is it not exactly that which, nine times out of
ten, is the precursor of any financial rear-
rangement the issue and fruit of whioh wre
problematical? United Btates Bank sbares
appreciated before the BState charter was
secured and while ita enaotment was merely
probable. What they did afterwards it is not
necessary for us to say. The stock of every
company that has been seduced into such en-
tanglement has depreciated, and, as we have
bad occasion to sy before, it is the interest
of the lessee or purchaser thatit should.
These are the considerations of danger—the
dread of something after death, for death to
individuality it is—which should give panse,
We have no faith that any appeal to local
pride or anything like sentiment will stay
thisfolly. But if we bad we would point to
the coincidence of this proﬁmd abdiocation
by our neighbor and the virtual transfer to
her seaboard and seaport of all that is left of
the foreign commerce of Pennsylvania
Great credit is given to the now Collector of
Philadelphia—who, poor man, must do some-
thing to mske his posivion knlernhl-a—'for
meking an arrangement by which the New
Jersey railroads wre, in techunical phrase,
“bounded to the Governwment;" or, in other
words, that Jersey City and its vicinage are
to be part of the port of Philadelphis and the
wyth of the easy navigstion of the Delaware is
at laet mbandoned. And thus at the very
moment when, if this arrangement has any
practical value, New Jersey is to beoome the
gateway into whioh this new commerce is to
comwe, and ber railweys to be the sgencies of
the transit, she is to proclaim hersslf incom-
petent to attend to it, and, as we have said,
abdiostes, There is not a man of bosiness
in the land who has, as transporter, steck-
bolder, or creditor, an interest in this watter,
